of the death of the cnild who died on
the Kugia Iast meght. The situation at
juarantine i3 aggravated by the fact
that the new cases which developed
yesterday apl:esred alter every pre-
caution possihle had been taken by
the health officers. The passengers,
who are kept prisoncrs on the two
steamships, are reported today to be
greatly alarmed at the new ouibreak,
and those who are in good health are
crying aloud against the health officers
and the regulations of the port which
jeopardizes their lives by exposing
them to the ravages of the
disease. The wvigilance of the
suthorities is now being directed
to  keeping the disrase from
leaving the veassels and Hoffman and
Swinburne islands, at the latter of
which places two new cases appeared
this morning. The health authorities
both in New York City and in guaran-
tine are more concerned over the
danger from cholera than they care to
adnut, and the appearance of the dis-
ense in the city would not surprise any
oue,

cholera's victims within New York's
harbor 1o ten, all of which have oe-
cirred smnee the arrival of the Norman-
nia and the Rogie on Satarday mora-
wg.
